"Messiah"  at  the  annual  Christmas 
assembly  on  toe  College  stage  at  11 
o’clock  this  morning.  Those  in  at¬ 
tendance  included  students,  towns¬ 
people,  parents,  faculty,  and  special 
high  school  groups. 

Blue  anil  While 

Tlie  assembly  was  opened  with  the 
chorus  and  audience  singing  togeth¬ 
er  three  Christmas  carols,  “O  Come, 
Ail  Ye  Faithful,"  “The  First  Nowell,” 
and  "Silent  Night.’’ 

The  College  auditorium  was  dec¬ 
orated  with  a  blue  and  white  color 
scheme.  In  each  window  were 
blue  candles  set  in  holders  and  a 
Christmas  tree  also  bearing  blue 
lights,  stood  at  toe  side  of  toe  stage. 
Blue  overhead  lights  lit  up  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  “Messiah”  chorus,  who 
were  dressed  in  white  and  black. 

In  Three  Parts 

The  story  of  toe  “Messiah”  is 
made  up  of  three  parts.  Part  one 
deals  with  toe  prophecy  and  birth  of 
toe  Christ-ohild.  This  literary  text 
is  taken  from  the  Old  Testament. 
The  first  part  closes  with  “His  Yoke 
is  Easy,  and  His  Burden  is  Light.” 
-  Port  -two  -ideal  s  *  with"  his  ‘  p  asslon 
and  crucification  which  contains  the 
most  moving  music  that  has  ever 
been  written  on  toe  subject. 

Part  three  is  a  statement  of  the 
fundamental  doctrine  of  Christianity 
and  contains  the  famous  soprano 
solo,  “I  know  that  My  Redeemer 
Lives.” 

The  College  chorus  presented  part 
one  this  morning  and  closed  with 
the  "Hallelujah  chorus,"  a  selection 
from  part  two. 

History 

Tlie  history  of  the  composition  of 
the  “Messiah”  is  that  a  friend  of  the 
composer,  George  Frederick  Handel, 
brought  to  him  choice  bits  of  scrip¬ 
ture  that  was  taken  from  both  the 
Old  and  New  Testament.  The  scrip¬ 
ture  concerned  the  prophecy,  life, 
and  death,  and  resurrection  of  toe 
Messiah.  This  step  marked  toe  be¬ 
ginnings  of  the  master  piece  as  Han¬ 
del  became  very  enthusiastic  and 
worked  hard  for  twenty-three  days 
to  complete  tlie  “Messiah.” 

At  one  time  toe  “Messiah"  was 
presented  in  London  before  George 
II,  Who  was  so  moved  by  the  “Hal¬ 
lelujah  Chorus"  that  he  rose  to  his 
feet  and  the  audience  followed  him. 
This  custom  has  since  been  recog¬ 
nized  by  all  English  speaking  nations 
‘and  was  observed  by  those  in  at¬ 
tendance  at  the  assembly  this  morn¬ 
ing.

Paul  Receives  High 
Newspaper  Tribute 

“Standing  Room  Only  at  Min¬ 
strel,"  was  the  headline  in  a  recent 
issue  of  a  Gallatin,  Mo.,  newspaper, 
which  paid  high  tribute  to  Robert 
Paul,  a  graduate  of  toe  College  last 
spring,  and  his  band. 

Tlie  story  in  part  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “Lhe  biggest  attraction  of  the 
evening,  which  was  a  surprise  people 
are  still  talking  about,  was  the  band 
concert  preceding  the  minstrel 
show.

An  Error- 
Corrected 


Last  week  this  newspaper  carried 
a  story  of  a  MISSOURIAN  reporter’s 
interview  with  Gloria  Mala  a  Al¬ 
meida,  Brazilian  student  attending 
the  College,  regarding  her  ideas  on 
economic  relationships  between  the 
South  American  country  and  tlie 
United  States.  The  material  in  toe 
story  was  printed  as  Miss  Almeida 
presented  it,  but  the  headline  writer 
for  this  paper  apparently  misunder¬ 
stood  toe  article  when  lie  wrote  toe 
headline. 

The  headline  was  as  follows;  “Bra¬ 
zilian  Coed  Advocates  That  U.  S. 
return  to  Monroe  Doctrine;  Expres¬ 
ses  Belief  That  Our  Country  Desires 
to  Conquest  South  America.”  The 
story  did  not  present  either  of  those 
ideas.  In  fact,  the  Doctrine  itself 
Is  in  force  and  lias  been  since  the 
times  of  President  Monroe  himself. 
But  toe  greatest  error  in  tlie  head¬ 
ing  was  tile  statement  that  Miss 
Almeida  believes  that  our  country 
desires  to  conquest  South  America. 
Miss'  Almeida  pointed  out  in  the 
article  that  "I  can  say  only  that  I 
believe  the  friendship  is  stronger” 
than  ever  before  between  Brazil 
and  the  United  States.

There  is  Some  Concern  in  America 
Over  Ariti-Semiticism  Wave 

It  is  feared  by  some  people  that  a  wave  of  ant  i- 
iSentit ici'sm  similar  to  that  ih  Hit  ler’s  Germany  will 
sweep  over  the  Hailed  States.  Christians  have  al¬ 
ways  been  ready  to  ridicule  the  .Jews  add  to  be¬ 
lieve  the  propaganda  spread  by  those  who  expect 
10'  bOiVol'il  from  their  persecution. 

However,  the  American  state  Of  mind  on  the 
.Jewish  question  is  not  as  Imd  as  some  think.  We 
all  agree  with  Yale’s  president,  who  said,  ‘‘All 
civilized  people  are  appalled  by  the  brutality.” 

Bdllors  and  interviewees  Of  FW'RTUNE' lYia'g- 
azino  recently  collected  statistics  showing  that 
eighty  peV  cent  of  our  people  would  not  join  an 
anti-Semitic  movement.  Ten  per  cent  would,  ten 
per  cent  have  no  idea  whether  they  would  or  not. 

The  real  test  of  a  shirt  o‘r  sheet  racket  is  its 
commercial  success!  When  the  klan  was  “success¬ 
ful”  the  promoters  pocketed  $40,000  a  month.  Pro¬ 
paganda  spread  by  promoters  is  the  one  thing  that 
will  determine  whether  or  not  organized  aht'i-Senl- 
iticism  will  take  hold  in  this  country. 

.Malicious  propaganda  against  Jews  is  being 
freely  distributed.  The  PROTOCOLS  OF  THE 
ELDERS  OF  ZION  have  been  brought  out  again, 
even  alter  they  were  proven  to  he  forgeries.  This 
Jhl I  Benjamin  Frank l'in's  so-called  “prophecy” 
against  Jews  has  been  widely  scattered.  Charles 
Beard,  the  historian,  says  there  is  no  reason  for 
thinking  lin'd  it  “is  anything  more  than  a  hare- 
faced  forgery.” 

In  1 000  FORTUNE  interviewers  found  that 
eighty-six  per  cent  of  Americans  did  not  believe 
that  (lei many  would  he  better  off  if  all  the  Jews 
were  driven  out.  This  year  eighly-eigld  per  cent 
did  not  bolive  in  the  nnzi  solution. 

The  EORTl’NE  magazine  also  wanted  to 
know  if  American  Christians  objected  to  having 
their  children  associate  with  Jewish  children'.  Sev- 
enty-eigld  per  cent  said  flatly,  “NO  objection.” 
Fight  per  cent  never  gave  the  matter  any  thought. 
Fourteen  per  cent  did  object,  Strangely  enough, 
about  the  same  proportion  objected  to  associating 
with  orientals,  and  almost  four  liinhs  ah  iiia’ny 
white  Christians  objected  to  their  children’s  as- 
-socialing  with  Negro  children, 

lit  is  quite  possible  to  make  adjustments  be¬ 
tween' .Jews  find  Christian's  in  this  co'u'nfry.  But;  flit* 
solution  calls  for  statesmanship.  Sfatdsnjanship  is 
the  art  of  dealing  with  a  solution  while  the  factors 
are  still  manageable.  Much  can  he  done  right  now 
when  Hie  sufferings  of  the  Jews  in  Europe  have 
aroused  our  sympathy  so  much  that  relatively  few 
of  us  would  willingly  pai'ticipnfh  in'  an  anti-Semitic 
drive. — J.  G. 
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From  the  Dean  ... 
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Mr.  Hdwitt  If.  Embree,  President  of  the.  Julius 
Rosen  wall  I  Fund,  has  recently  issued  it  Review 
for  the  Two-Year  Period  1936-1938  covering  the 
activities  curried  on  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Fund.  ‘‘The  Julius  Ifosenwald  Fund  is  devoted 
to  education  and  to  the  betterment  of  race  rela¬ 
tions.  .Since  no  single  agency  can  begin  to  cover  the 
whole  of  these  large  fields,  the  Knud  lias  selected  it 
few  definite  and  limited  programs  through  which 
it  is ■liuiking  its  contributions:  the  improvement  of 
rural  education,  especially  in  the  South,  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  leadership  among  Negroes  and 
among  whit c  Soul herners  t h rough  fellowships;  the 
pi  emotion  of  facilities  for  Negroes  in  advanced 
education  and  health.”.  .  .  The  Fund’s  work  in 
rural  education  is  concent  rat  cd  on  building  up  a 
few  strong  centers  for  the  preparation  of  touchers 
and  for  regional  influence  in  educational  thinking 
and  practice.” 

Tin*  section  of  the  report  devoted  to  The  Edu¬ 
cation  of  Teachers  is  of  interest  to  those  of  us  in  a 
Teachers  College.  This  section  of  the  Report: 
states: 

“  In  American  education  two  strangely  contra¬ 
dictory  fads  stand  out : 

1.  The  preparation  of  teachers  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  task  of  professional  education; 

2.  Tin*  teachers  college  is  the  poorest  of  all 
departments  of  higher  education. 

‘‘In  the  first  place,  teachers  colleges  arc  poor 
in  money.  The  sums  that  go  into  them  arc  pitiful 
compared  with  the  millions  so  generously  supplied 
to  many  other  professional  departments. 

“Teachers  colleges  arc  poor  also  in  the 
thought  and  planning  that  have  gone  into  their  de¬ 
velopment.  They  have  been  the  stepchildren  of 
higher  education. 

‘‘.Since  the  teaching  profession  is  so  import¬ 
ant,  the  host  intelligence  of  the  nation  should  go 
into  its  preparation  and  no  sums  should  he  too 
great  for  the  support  of  its  education.  Only  re¬ 
cently  lias  the  significance  of  the  education  of 
teachers  dawned  on  the  American  mind.  Fortun¬ 
ately',  it  is  now  dawning,  surely  if  still  slowly. 

“The  rebuilding  of  the  teachers  college  will 
require  the  best  brains  of  the  nation  and  a  great 
deal  of  patient  labor.  There  will  bo  much  trial  and 
error  before  the  desired  end  is  reached.  Without 
presuming  to  describe  the  perfect  teachers  college 
of  the  future,  five  essential  features  may  be  out¬ 
lined. 

“1.  Rigorous  selection  of  students.  The  care¬ 
ful  selection  of  students  is  a  requirement  in  any 
profession  which  takes  itself  seriously. 

“2.  Sound  general  education  as  the  base  on 
which  to  build  the  professional  studies.  ( Ourri- 
cnlums.nt  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  are  organized  in  accordance  with  this  fea¬ 
ture). 

“3.  I’ndorsta'nding  of  the  arts  and  sciences 
underlying  the  profession:  psychology,  child 
growth  and  development,  techniques  of  teaching, 
the  social  structure  of  which  the  school  is  a  part.  . 
Of  the  two  it  is  much  more  important  that  the 
teacher  understand  the  child  with  his  complex 
needs  a'nd  responses  than  that  he  know,  however 
accurately,  some  fragment  of  the  field  of  academic 
knowledge. 

‘‘4.  A  wisely  planned  interplay  of  theory  and 
practice,  learning  and  experience.  .  .  in  any  suc¬ 
cessful  education  there  must  be  continuous  inter¬ 
change  between  theory  and  practice,  learning  and 
experience.  .  .  The  future  teacher  should  learn  as 
much  as  possible  about  the  children  and  (lie  social 
conditions  with  which  lie  is  to  work. 

“5.  Continued  study  and  experiment  to  in¬ 
crease  knowledge  and  understanding  in  the  field. 
The  task  of  the  educational  student  is  not  simply 
to  advance  knowledge  in  some  academic  subject 
but  to  find  more  effective  ways  of  imparting  this 
knowledge  to  children,  of  stirring  their  i’lif crest  in 
the  great  storehouses  of  knowledge  that  society 
has  built  up,  in  developing  their  skill  in  using  in¬ 
tellectual  tools  to  absorb  and  uiiderstaiid' and  work 
with  this  knowledge.”

Sunday's  dinner:  One  bushel  of 
sweet  potatoes,  thirty-five  pounds  of 
ham  with  six  gallons  of  dressing, 
four  gallons  of  gravy,  four  gallons 
of  salad  and  thirty  loaves  of  bread. 

Eacl)  day  the  boys  use  a  one- 
hundred  pound  sack  of  potatoes, 
but  since  the  potatoes  are  peeled  in 
an  electric  machine  their  prepara¬ 
tion  is  a  simple  task.  A  single  meal 
requires  five  gallons  of  green  beans, 
thirty-five  pounds  of  roast  beef  or 
thirty  pounds  of  sausage,  and  four 
gallons  of  scalloped  corn.  Dessert  re¬ 
quires  twenty-one  pies  or  three  gal-  j 
Ions  of  chocolate  pudding.

Bearcats  Down 
Baker  U.  in 
Opening  Game 

Locals  Show  Fast 
Breaking  Offense 
In  44-36  Victory 


With  a  fast  breaking  offense  work¬ 
ing  most  of  the  time  the  Maryville 
Bearcats  opened  their  1938-39  bas¬ 
ketball  season  last.  Friday  night  with 
a  44-36  win  over  Baker  University. 

The  Bearcats  looked  good  in  the 
opening  minutes  of  the  game  and 
they  soon  piled  up  a  12-3  lead,  but 
the  Baker  boys  soon  pulled  up  and 
the  game  became  a  more  hotly  con¬ 
tested  affair  from  there  on.  The 
Wildcats  started  covering  the  Bear¬ 
cats  over  the  entire  court  and  the 
boys  in  green  became  somewhat  con¬ 
fused  and  Self,  Baker  forward, 
tallied  four  times  from  the  field 
in  the  first  half,  all  of  them  re¬ 
sulting  from  intercepted  passes. 

The  first  tip  was  taken  by  Goslee, 
Bearcat  center  and  the  first  basket 
of  the  game  was  also  made  by  Gos¬ 
lee.  Then  Maryville  started  their 
smooth  attack  and  they  seemed  in¬ 
vincible,  scoring  practically  every 
time  they  had  possession  of  the  ball. 

Self  Stars 

Baker  did  not  present  an  offensive 
so  smooth  and  deadly  as  that  of 
Maryville.  They  fired  at  the  basket 
from  all  angles  and  from  any  where 
on  their  half  of  the  court.  The  Meth¬ 
odists  made  an  amazingly  high  per¬ 
centage  of  their  shots  however  and 
the  score  of  the  game  was  usually 
close.  Self  was  the  offensive  star  of 
the  Baker  attack,  rolling  up  14  points 
on  seven  field  goals. 

Hackett.  Hull  and  Johnson  led  the 
Maryville  scoring  attack.  Johnson 
played  a  good  game;  besides  scoring 
eight,  points  he  was  the  defensive 
power  of  the  Bearcats.
